Fur two li'Hirt 1 last evening life 
was just one I it k laugh after another 
for Itie audience which gathered at the 
Woman’s clubhouse to see and hear the 
Feed & Fun t’luli Minstrels in their 


second annual frolic. As a laugh pro¬ 
ducer it was about the best thing 
Sierra Madre has seen since the last 
blue moon. There were several things 
besides laughs to make it worth while, 
but people go to a minstrel perform¬ 
ance to laugh and they got their mon¬ 
ey’s worth last night. The whole per¬ 
formance went with a sip and hurrah 
seldom attained. 

It was a new idea in minstrelsy 
which Director Patterson and the com¬ 
mittee lo aded by J. D. Mackerras dis¬ 
closed when the curtain was drawn 
aside. Instead of the traditional semi¬ 
circle of blackfaced gentry With in¬ 
terlocutor in the middle, the chorus 
were seated at the tables of Col. 
Webb’s Jurdin de Cab-hooray. Col. 
Webb stood by his cash register In 
.the center, directing the refreshment 
and entertainment of his guests. 

Instead id’ the time-honored bones 
and tambos at the ends J. A. Patterson 
and Huymond Hedderly officiated as 
cabaret entertainers. During the over¬ 
ture Patrolmen Udell and Cox marched 
down the aisle of the auditorium es¬ 
corting J. N. Hawks and N It. Emery 
whom they had pinched for speeding. 
The pair were turned over to Col. 
Welib who put them to work as waiters 
in bis cafe. Accompaniments were 
played most effectively by Mrs. C. H. 
Green. 

Action li Excellent 

Endless possibilities for action and 
fun-making can be seen in such a lay¬ 
out and the performers made the most 
of them. There was a rapid lire of 
Jokes, mostly of local application, 
which did not give the audience a 
chance to sit on their hands more than 
half a minute at a time. The average 
age of the jokes was quite small and 
they "got over" in line style. Those 
of local application brought the big 
laughs and had the more unusual 
quality of leaving no sting. 

Another novelty which made a hit 
with the audience was the receipt of 
occasional wireless messages from 
Washington. Pasadena, etc, Victor Hill 
officiating at the key The reading of 
the messages by Col Webb, with ac¬ 
companying demonstrations added 
greatly to the fun. 

Patterson’s watermelon song brought 
down the house, especially when the 
waiters brought him a monstrous slice 
of melon which made everyone’s mouth 
water. Hedderly’s "Carolina Sue" was 
nppropriatelv characterized in honeyed 
melody and Hawks tipped off a num¬ 
ber of matters of local interest in a 
well rendered topical song. Stone’s 
rendition of "Goodbye Everybody" with 
chorus made a fitting windup to the 
first part of the program. 

Scene Is Amusing 

Last night’s audience made up in 
enthusiasm what It lacked in num¬ 
bers Scarcely less than the fun of 
the program was the amusement af¬ 
forded by trying to identify friends 
and neighbors behind the black paint 
The principals were attired in a vari¬ 
ety of raiment which dolled classifica¬ 
tion and description. The cafe guests 
wore dark coats and white trousers, 
and Instruction's seem to have been to 
"go as far as you like with ties, col¬ 
lars and socks." 

It would be a pleasure to reproduce 
/mine of the local Jokes here, but It 
would be impossible to **lve them the 
"atmosphere" which helped to make 
them so effective. Moreover, there Is 
another chance to hear them tonight 
which should certainly lie embraced 
by all who missed last night’s per¬ 
formance. It will drive dull cure fur¬ 
ther away than anything else Imagin¬ 
able. 

Variety .n Olio 

The second part of the evening’s en¬ 
tertainment afforded a variety of num¬ 
bers, beginning with a saxophone se¬ 
lection by George It. Morgridge who 
took the precaution of trying the tem¬ 
per of the audience by playing one 
Humber behind the curtain. "The 
Dream" was a burlesque on the movies, 
played In real life by Raymond Hed¬ 
derly, Miss Elsa Krul’ft and Victor Hill. 
The pantomime with the intermittent 
lighting gave an excellent semblance 
of a moving picture screen. It Is 
shown in three scenes, the tlrst show 
ing a son begging Ills miserly father 
for money and being turned off with 
a pittance, the second the son dream¬ 
ing that he killed Ills father to obtain 
the money which was hidden in a desk, 
and tile third the awakening with a 
realization that It was only a dream. 

Plano solos by Miss Hazel Hill were 
received with keen appreciation. She 
gave a double number from Mendel's 
"On Lake Geneva."

CALIFORNIA’S 
VINEYARD AND 
PROHIBITION 

Perhaps the strongest argument 
against tin* proposed state-wide pro¬ 
hibition amendment is the claim that 
California’s grape industry will he 
ruined. The Pasadena Daily News 
which is not a prohibition paper has 
the following editorial comment on a 
recent report from the state university 
and its analysis by S. W. Odell, chair¬ 
man of the California Dry Federation. 

Recently, we commented on the re¬ 
port of the state commission on horti¬ 
culture, in which the worth of grape¬ 
vines to California was demonstrated 
in dollars and cents, the capital invest¬ 
ed in viticulture proving so large that 
we hazarded the opinion it would act 
as a deterrent in the efforts of the pro¬ 
hibition element to place California in 
the "dry" column this year. Fur from 
being discouraged by the report, how¬ 
ever, President H. W. Odell of the Cal- 
-fornia Dry Federation, extracts opti¬ 
mistic deductions from the statistics 
presented which he has set forth in his 
customary forcible manner. As be¬ 
tween wine-grapes and raisin grapes, 
if the figures he quotes are correct, tHe 
grower gets immeasurably better re¬ 
turns from raisins. 

Taking the bulletins of Prof. F. T. 
t, inlet 1 1 of the state university at 
Berkeley for Ids authority, Mr. Odell 
finds that the average price received 
by the growers of wine grapes is so 
• lose to the cost of production that 
little or no loss would accrue to the 
growers if the wine industry were in¬ 
terdicted along with all other alcoholic 
products in the state. To the contrary, 
" ere they to abandon wine-grape grow¬ 
ing entirely for the raisin-grape they 
would get better financial results is 
the conclusion reached. According to 
the i rop returns from averages of re¬ 
cent years the cost of producing a ton 
of wine-grapes on the coast is esti¬ 
mated at $22. which is a net gain of $1 
an acre on the coast vineyards and 
none on valley vineyards. Prof. Biol- 
etti is quoted as saying; "He (the 
wine-grape growert Is selling his w ine- 
grapes at cost and receiving nothing 
for his time and expenditure of en- 
*'*rgy." observes Mr udell: 

“On page 4Sti of the same bulletins, 
he deals with the raisin industry and 
finds that when raisins sell at 3 cents 
a pound, the profits to the farmer run 
from $12.5u to $x3 an acre and when 
the price is 4 cents a pound, the profits 
run front $14.75 to $133 an acre. At 
page 4!(o appears the following: The 
gross returns of tile vineyards of Cali¬ 
fornia are at present not far from $15,- 
1100,000 a y ear The United States alone 
would consume ten times the amount 
of grapes, raisins, grape-juice and wine 
if they could be supplied regularly of 
good quality and at a moderate price.'" 

Refuting the assertion that if wine- 
grape growers were compelled to graft 
their product to table grapes, make 
grape juice, or grape-syrup or raisins 
the market would be glutted and the 
tentative profits disappear, Prof Bia¬ 
letti is quoted as declaring that the 
United States alone can consume ten 
times the entire product each year. In 
proof of this statement the importa¬ 
tions from ’other countries are cited. 
According to Mr Frank l\ Swett of 
Martinez, Cal., who is quoted In the 
state horticultural commission’s bulle¬ 
tin. "Since 1907 the average vineyards 
of the interior valleys have been run 
it a financial loss. The actual cost of 
growing wine-grapes in the interior on 
average land including interest on the 
investment and taxes is probably not 
less than $10 a ton At $0 a ton. the 
prevailing price, there Is a heavy loss." 
Mr. odell deduces that wine-grapes 
are the financial ruin of the growers 
who only exist by reason of other 
profitable crops. 

In one other particular Mr. Odell, ap¬ 
parently. scores. Quoting Secretary 
Stoll of the Grape Growers' Protection 
Association, who admits that in 1912 
the output of wine was ten million gal¬ 
lons less than in 1911, the same author¬ 
ity reveals tin labor conditions to be 
as follows: "One of the most serious 
difficulties which we must overcome, 
if wo hope to compete successfully 
with France Italy, Germany.

How to Make Economical Soup. 

S OUl’ stock is the foundation of 
all soups, and the wise, eco¬ 
nomical housewife will keep a 
quantity of this on bund. The 
clear soup is made of the cheaper cuts 
of fresh meat and bones. Thu bones 
and trimmings of rousts should always 
be utilized (the bones should be crack¬ 
ed). They add greatly to the strength 
and thickness of the soup. If used In 
abundance the stock will become a 
jelly when cold. 

The stock is prepared by boiling and 
extracting the meat juices. The cheap 
er portions of meat are used. The 
shin bone Is often bought, but the neck 
makes a stronger and more nutritious 
soup than any other part of the ani¬ 
mal. 

One pound of meat and bones—the 
meat cut small, the bones cracked—is 
the allowance for one quart of water. 
Allow this to simmer for four or five 
hours in a covered kettle. Never al¬ 
low it to boil rapidly. Use more boil¬ 
ing water if needed. Skim carefully 
from time to time. Do not salt until 
the meat is tender, ns this tends to 
toughen it. Add salt, a little pepper, 
strain through a sieve or jelly bag and 
pour in fruit Jars. Then put it on ice. 
The fat will form a cake on top when 
the stock is cold. This will help to 
preserve the stock. Remove the fat 
when ready to use the stock. 

To make soup of this use a portion 
of the Jelly, add water and Ingredients, 
such ns rice, barley, macaroni, noodles 
or vegetables and seasoning. 

Another way is to add the seasoning 
to the stock, such as a small onion 
stuck with four or five cloves, several 
bay leaves, one-half a teaspoonful of 
thyme, three carrots and a stalk of 
celery or half a teaspoonful of celery 
seed. This takes time to make, but 
one lias the foundation and substance 
for many soups.

How to Renovate Worn Sweaters. 

When woolen sweaters may show on 
examination some dangerously thin 
places round the pockets, beneath the 
arms. etc. which may soon wear into 
a hole, procure some wool exactly like 
the coat, if possible, or the very near¬ 
est to match. Huy an ounce or two 
more than is required for the actual 
knitting of the coat, and then when 
renovations are necessary it isiureadt 
ness. 

Knit a piece in tlie pattern of the 
coat somewhat larger than the thin 
part, lay it on with the right side to 
the wrong side of the garment, match¬ 
ing the pattern as you would a patch, 
and darn invisibly into position with 
the same kind of wool. As the thin 
parts wear through (if they do), draw 
all ends of wool through to the under¬ 
side of patch and darn In.

How to Make Stand For Small Cologne 
Bottle. 

Most women like to have a bottle of 
eau do cologne on their dressing table, 
for, apart from the refreshing toilet 
properties of tlds scent, if is exceeding¬ 
ly useful In case of a sick headache or 
sudden attack of faintness. A little 
stand accompanying it lms many mer¬ 
its. for it not only provides a touch of 
dainty coloring for one's bedroom, but 
also keeps Hu* bottle from being easily 
knocked over and broken. 

Scent botties are made in standard 
sizes, so before commencing to make 
the stand procure the bottle of eau de 
cologne. Then take careful measure¬ 
ments. and your case will tit properly 
and can be refilled at will. To make 
the stand cut a round of stiff card¬ 
board three inches larger in diameter 
than the bottle and another strip of 
cardboard which when Joined will al 
low the bottle to lie lifted In and out 
with euse. 

Cover both the surfaces with fancy 
silk or ribbon and line with either the 
same silk or a piece of thin white sat¬ 
in. Oversew all the edges and then 
stitch the upright portion of tlie case 
to the center of the base. The over¬ 
sewed edges are trimmed with line cord 
and a spray of artificial flowers or a 
smart bow of ribbon attached to the 
stand.

How to Restore Crape. 

It costs from S2.50 to $o to restore a 
widow's veil, the price depending upon 
tiie size of it. but the work can be 
done at home for nothing at all. even 
by an unskilled person. You lay a 
folded sheet upon a table and pin 
down tiie veil to It very carefully. The 
hems must lie straight and all edges 
laid flat. Then you take a clean white 
cloth wrung out of hot water and lay 
over a portion of tiie crape. 

W hen the veil is smooth hold a very 
hot Iron over tiie wet elotli and about 
two Inches away from it. It must 
never for a moment touch the wet rag. 
Go all over tiie crape as directed and 
do not take from tiie sheet until per¬ 
fectly dry. The crape will then be 
crisp and. In fact, exactly like new. 

No matter how wrinkled It may have 
been before. It will lie perfectly smooth 
now. Smaller pieces of crape may be 
renovated in the same way.

I question the right of Mayor 
Jones t ' lie an officer of a corporation 
receiving rentals from the city. Gen¬ 
eral Sherman when appointed on the 
Board of Public I’tllitles of I,os An¬ 
geles discovered that a firm of which 
he was a director was about to pur¬ 
chase city bonds. The issue was raised 
and General Sherman resigned from his 
municipal position. Mayor Jones stated 
to the "Times," during an interview, 
that he intended to resign so as to bid 
on work and supplies when the water 
company became the city's property- 
Where Is the difference in furnishing 
the helping station with plumbing? 
What's the answer? The law requires 
that bids shall be advertised for work 
over one hundred dollars. [This re¬ 
quirement applies only to street im¬ 
provement.— Ed. | The Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Hardware Company did ttm 
work.

Last week the News reprinted an 
article front the Times regarding al¬ 
leged illegal, and unsatisfactory con¬ 
ditions in Sierra Madre municipal af¬ 
fairs.

; something of the other side, in the 
i desire to let people consider tlit* whole 
matter. J. H. Wright denies writing 
the Times article but defends the stand 
taken therein in a letter to the News 
: which Is printed herewith. 

Mr. Wright makes the mistake of 
j thinking he is arguing a a legal point 
with the News. The district attorney's 
office and our city attorneys seem to 
1 vtiew matters differently, and when 
lawyers disagree on law It is not for 
i a mere editor to decide. But common 
sense and justice sometimes enter in¬ 
to the consideration of such matters. 

What the News objects to is the ap¬ 
pearance in Los Angeles papers of ar¬ 
ticles written or inspired by Sierra 
Madre people, giving the outside world 
the impression that Sierra Madre is 
suffering from graft, crookedness and 
other unsatisfactory conditions. These 
articles have been usually one tided 
and often not based on facts. They 
have no news value and accomplish 
nothing except to give Sierra Madre a 
had name abroad. 

In commenting on the Times article 
the News gave additional facts simply 
for the purpose of showing that the 
city trustees and Chairman Jones have 
acted in good faith and as they be¬ 
lieved, on supposedly good authority, 
within the law.

As to the city hall, the city rented the 
same room front Mr. Kersting for six 
years before the organization of the 
corporation which now owns the build¬ 
ing and of which Mr. Jones is an offi¬ 
cer. The rent is the same now as 
before. In view of the facts Is it fair 
or broadminded to make a technical 
legal point the grounds for widely ad¬ 
vertising Sierra Madre as graft rid¬ 
den" Where is the glory or sense in 
subjecting public officials to hectoring 
criticism through the Los Angeles pu¬ 
llers without first taking up the mat¬ 
ter directly with the city administra¬ 
tion? 

Regarding Treasurer Wolff, Mr. 
Wright's argument follows the meth¬ 
od of asking questions containing a 
damning implication when the facts 
would not sustain a direct statement. 
Ills criticism Is based on assumption of 
conditions which do not exist.

Discussion of all phases of municipal 
affairs is proper and profitable. Let 
it lie done in good faith, with all re¬ 
gard for facts and less attention to 
gossip. And above all, let's keep Sier¬ 
ra Madre's "family arguments" at home 
and out of the daily papers.
